STOURBRIDGE Salsa 
granny Paddy Jones is back 
in business after her partner 
Nicko Espinsosa went back to 
her. 

She says the temperamental 
Spaniard - who had stormed out 
of town saying he would never 
work with her again earlier this 
year - has decided it was worth 
his while to stay on her good side. 

So the 77-year-old slipped back 
into her dancing shoes - and the 
pair have already been back on 
TV. 

“I think he realised it was 
worth his while to keep in touch 
with me,” said the grandmother- 


of-seven from Stourbridge, who 
now lives in Spain. 

Paddy, who used to run Paddy’s 
Fabrics in Coventry Street, 
Stourbridge, moved to Spain 
with her husband David in 2001, 
and starting dancing as a way to 
cope when he died shortly after¬ 
wards. 

She shot to fame in the Spanish 
version of Britain’s Got Talent, 
called Tu Si Que Vales, in 2009, 
and has been showing off her 
dancing skills around the globe 
ever since. 

The fall-out with Nicko, 40 
years her junior, came after the 
pair were kicked off Argentinian 


talent contest Showmatch. 

Paddy had been visiting family 
in England and her replacement 
on the show irritated judges to 
such an extent that they voted 
her off. 

Nicko, she said, had been so 
annoyed he had not broken the 
news to her. 

Truth 

“When I went back, an inter¬ 
viewer asked me how I had felt 
when he told me we were out - 
and I had to tell the truth, that he 
hadn’t,” she said. 

“There was outrage from 
everyone - groups started on 


Facebook calling him names that 
are all unprintable. 

“He was furious with me, but 
what else could I have said?” 

The pair are now back dancing 
but in the meantime Paddy is 
looking at moving out of her villa 
in Gandia and into a retirement 
home in Benidorm. 

“It seems surreal — I don’t feel 
like I should be looking at retire¬ 
ment homes, but here we are,” 
she said. “You have to plan for the 
future.” 

Paddy will next return home in 
September, to see the christening 
of her first great-grandchild 
George, who was born in March. 


HOSPITAL 
PARKING 
COSTS UP 


P ATIENTS and visitors will have to pay more to park 
at the Corbett Hospital in Stourbridge after fees were 
increased for the second year running. 

Charges have risen by up to eight per cent, which means it now costs 
£5.40 to park for more than three hours - up from £5. 

The new prices have been introduced by Interserve, the private company 
which runs the car parks at Rus sells Hall and the Guest hospitals in Dudley. 
The prices also apply there. One councillor has already attacked the rises. 

Hospital bosses said they were “disappointed” that charges had been increased again 
since August last year. But they said people would still be able to park free for 30 minutes. 

Patients receiving treatment on three or more occasions per week in the oncology and 
renal units would not be charged, they added. 


Teething trouble 
for dental job 

A DUDLEY businessman who puts a smile 
on the face of patients as far away as Spain 
is struggling to expand his dental business 
- despite being inundated with work. 

National advertising campaigns for a 
dental prosthetics technician to join Steven 
Burchell’s team have failed to generate a 
single application. Clinical dental techni¬ 
cian Mr Burchell, who runs the Denture 
Clinic in North Street, blames a flood of 
cheap prescriptions from China. 

Mr Burchell said: “The skills base is being 
compromised by a range of work being put 
out to foreign labs. I need someone who can 
produce high quality dentures.”

We recog¬ 
nise that our PFI partner is entitled to 
review parking changes annually as part of 
their contract and they have, in the past, 
managed to keep the charges down.” 

No-one at Interserve was available for 
comment.

Dog walker 
killed by car 
‘was the love 
of our lives’

died after being knocked down by a car as she 
walked a dog at Stourton said they had lost 
“the love of our lives”.

Centre must 
shut as 
help is axed 

AN EDUCATION and training centre in 
Dudley will close at the end of September 
after its £82,000 government grant was 
axed amid sweeping budget cuts. 

A petition to keep The Learning Centre in 
Wolverhampton Street open has been 
launched. 

Two full-time employees will be made redun¬ 
dant by the closure while three volunteers will 
have to look for new roles. It comes after other 
services including Connexions centres in 
Dudley and Stourbridge were scrapped earlier 
this year. 

Acting manager Fiona Evans, who has been 
at the centre for more than three years, said 
staff were desperately searching for new 
avenues of funding but admitted they were 
“unlikely” to materialise. 

“It doesn’t seem fair — it’s people sat in offices 
who have never actually been to a centre 
making the decisions, and they have no idea 
what people want,” she said. 

The Learning Centre runs English and 
maths courses, driving theory workshops, IT 
training and basic computer skills courses. 

Learndirect spokeswoman Jennie Hopkin- 
son said: “I can confirm that the learndirect 
centre in Dudley’s current contract will end at 
the end of September 2011.”

Father 

admits 

firearm 

offence 

A MAN used a toy gun to 
frighten away a group of 
men who arrived at his 
home and demanded he 
fight them, a court 
heard.

Mr Lees said the gun was 
later tested and found to be 
an air pistol which shot 
blank plastic pellets. 

Mrs Samantha Powis, 
defending, said Jones’s 
partner and child, two, were 
in the flat at the time and he 
had feared for their safety.

Landlady sold drugs 
as pub income fell 


A LANDLADY started selling drugs from her 
Black Country pub to boost her income when 
trade at the venue plummeted, a court heard. 

Mother-of-three Joanne Field, aged 42, was 
caught with 22 small wraps of cannabis at the Red 
Lion in Brierley Hill High Street. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court she admitted possess¬ 
ing the drug with intent to supply. 

The court heard she had paid £400 for a supply of 
cannabis. Miss Heidi Kubik, defending, said Field and her 
husband Joe had tried to boost trade at the pub. 

But she said last Christ¬ 
mas he was made redun¬ 
dant from his job in civil 
engineering and started 
“drinking the profits”. 

Miss Kubik said it was 
suggested to Field that she 
could make money selling 
cannabis and she made a 
“foolish decision”. She 
added: “It was an easy 
option that has resulted in 
nothing but trouble.” 

Judge Martin Walsh told 
Field: “You have avoided 
going to prison by the skin of 
your teeth. It is highly 
unlikely you will be able to 
obtain a licence for the sale 
of alcohol in the future.” 

Stripped 

Her husband now runs 
the pub after Field was 
stripped of her licence, the 
court heard. 

Field, of Lancaster Road, 
in Brierley Hill, admitted 
possessing the drug with 
intent to supply and was 
given a 12-month jail term 
suspended for two years, 
told to carry out 200 hours’ 
unpaid work and to pay 
£260. 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, said police raided 
the pub and found a carrier 
bag containing 22 small 
wraps of cannabis and £380 
in cash. She said she started 
selling the drugs to supple¬ 
ment income when trade fell 
off at the pub. 


£475,000 
pay-off 
for boss 


THE BOSS of a Black 
Country-based aerospace 
company that ended up in 
court over the £2.5million 
sale of a subsidiary quit the 
business with a pay-off 
worth nearly £500,000, it 
has been revealed. 

Kim Ward was chief exec¬ 
utive when Hampson 
Industries, based in Brier¬ 
ley Hill, sold its Hampson 
Precision Automotive (HPA) 
business to a consortium of 
private investors last year. 

The sale ended up in the 
High Court when the con¬ 
sortium alleged Hampson 
failed to disclose full details 
about HPA’s customers - in 
particular that one major 
client was set to walk away. 

The consortium, Erlson 
Precision Holdings, won the 
case in April. In June, 
Hampson agreed to pay 
£1.5m plus a contribution 
towards court costs to the 
consortium. Hampson 
Industries’ annual report 
reveals that Mr Ward, who 
resigned a year ago, got 
£475,755 as compensation.

Residents say staff and visitors continue to clog the sur¬ 
rounding streets with cars, despite the opening of a 691- 
space car park at the hospital site. 


Fitter’s ‘lie 
after lie’ 
on porch 

A DOUBLE GLAZING 
fitter who told “lie after lie 
after lie” when he took hun¬ 
dreds of pounds from a 
Black Country pensioner 
has been given a suspended 
jail sentence. 

Stephen Dunleavy had 
denied obtaining £200 from 
73-year-old Cradley Heath 
widower Harold Homer for 
work to double glaze his 
porch and install a new 
front door. He was found 
guilty, after a trial, of theft 
and fraud. The 40-year-old, 
of Summergate in Dudley, 
also denied taking a further 
£20 towards the cost of 
work on a door. 

He received a six-week 
suspended jail sentence at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on Friday. Mr Daniel 
Oscroft, defending, said: “It 
is clear Mr Dunleavy met 
his match in Mr Homer.” 

Dunleavy had helped 
double glaze Mr Homer’s 
house while working for a 
firm in 2008 but then asked 
for extra work, saying he 
was self-employed. 

Mr Oscroft said the 
money had been repaid. 


They have welcomed the 
plans but say they need to 
be enforced as soon as possi¬ 
ble. Access would be 
restricted in some roads 
other than for residents, 
while parking would be 
banned in others. 

The council recently held 
a public consultation and 
received 120 messages of 
support. But bosses at Rus¬ 
sells Hall had opposed the 
idea. 

Now the plans, costing 
about £38,000, are due to be 
discussed at Central Dudley 
Area Committee in October. 
If approved, they will go to 
full council. 

Struggle 

Christina Brett, a 38- 
year-old mother-of-five, of 
Byron Street, said: “It is an 
absolute nightmare here, so 
the sooner something is 
done the better. 

“I’m happy that we seem 
to be moving in the right 
direction but it is taking a 
long time. They are parked 
here from 6.30am to late at 
night and we struggle to get 
near our homes.” 

Among the plans are 
restricted access to Pearce 
Close, Dereton Close, 
Abbotsford Drive, Hilderic 
Crescent and Elgar Cres¬ 
cent and waiting restric¬ 
tions in Middlepark Road, 
The Oval, Ashenhurst Road 
and Kingswinford Road on 
weekdays.

Mr Ahmed, his wife, Shabana, 31, and their three young 
daughters were “devastated” when he disappeared. But 
Susan Lane, of Hillstone Avenue, Halesowen found the 
African Grey in her holly tree and tracked down Mr Ahmed 
online. “As soon as we were re-united he came and kissed 
my face,” Mr Ahmed said.

When police officers 
raided the premises in 
Coombs Road they found 
1,313 plants growing inside 
seven rooms, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the hearing last 
Wednesday that the plants 
were at various stages of 
growth. The potential yield 
from the crop was 48.5 kilos 
and Hung Le and Luong Vu 
were found hiding behind 
rubbish bins by police. 

Le, aged 42, and Vu, 40, 
both Vietnamese-born and 
of no fixed address admitted 
producing cannabis. Judge 
Jonathan Gosling jailed Le 
for 28 months and Vu for 22. 

Mrs Ruck said the pair 
had both entered the UK 
illegally. 

Mr Jas Mann, defending 
Le, said he had been prom¬ 
ised an income to send back 
to his family. Mr Harbinder 
Lally, defending mother-of- 
two Vu, said she had 
learned a hard lesson. 

McDonald’s loses out over 
plea on restaurant hours 

A BID by McDonald’s to extend the opening hours of a 
restaurant in Dudley has been turned down by planning 
chiefs. Bosses at Dudley Council refused the application 
for the Birmingham New Road branch after residents 
living nearby claimed it would be too noisy. The branch cur¬ 
rently opens from 7am until 11pm. 

Management originally applied to open the restaurant 
24 hours-a-day, seven-days-a-week but then revised the 
request to 5am until midnight daily. Families were still 
concerned about the move. A decision notice released by 
Dudley Council said the extra hours had the “potential to 
adversely affect the amenities of nearby residents”. 

The firm was “disappointed” by the decision. 


Play area plan may bring 
families to beauty spot 


A NEW ATTRACTION is set to be installed at a beauty spot 
near Stourbridge in a bid to bring in more families. National 
Trust bosses are starting preparatory work on a natural play 
area at Clent Hills to help keep youngsters entertained. 

It is part of a range of measures being brought in at the site to 
encourage more families to visit the countryside haven. 

Thousands of pounds has been poured into the development of the new 
play area which will include a sand pit, rope bridges and balance bars. 

It is hoped the development will be ready to 
welcome its first youngsters by autumn this 
year. 

The move comes after bosses installed baby 
changing facilities at the site and announced 
plans to host a regular programme of family 
events for the first time this summer. 

Laura Broadhurst, community engage¬ 
ment officer for the National Trust at Clent 
Hills, said: “It is a place where people can get 
out and feel as though they are miles from 
anywhere. 

“It is great for kids to explore,” she added. 
“It’s a really exciting time for us. We’ve 
invested a lot into developing our offer for 
families.” 

National Trust bosses have worked with 
children from local schools including Clent 
Primary School to draw up the plans for the 
play area, which will be behind the cafe at the 
Nimmings Wood entrance. 

Xylophone 

Other features it will boast include den 
making areas, an exploring area where chil¬ 
dren can look for bugs, a rope swing and 
natural xylophone. 

Site bosses have also developed family 
explorer backpacks which people can hire out 
from the Rock Houses at nearby Kinver Edge, 
which is also run by the National Trust. 

It is hoped this idea could also be imple¬ 
mented at the Clent Hills. 

Trust chiefs are also hoping to make Kinver 
Edge more family friendly. 

Activities planned at both sites over 
summer include Tai Chi, drumming work¬ 
shops and forest foraging.

Parking 
spaces 
may be 
reviewed 

REVIEWING the 
number of long and 
short-stay parking 
spaces available in 
Stourbridge town centre 
is one option being con¬ 
sidered by council chiefs 
as they prepare for the 
closure of a multi-storey 
car park. 

The 458-space Bell Street 
car park is to close later this 
year to make way for a 
£50million Crown Centre 
revamp, including a new 
Tesco. It is not thought any 
extra spaces will be created 
in the town centre. 

However, council bosses 
are looking at the number of 
long and short-stay spaces, 
and whether to adjust the 
numbers. Councillor 

Patrick Harley, cabinet 
member for transportation, 
added: “Bell Street multi¬ 
storey is currently used by 
some short-stay and long- 
stay visitors. 

“Alternatives will include 
other car parks around the 
town, including the Rye 
Market multi-storey car 
park, which is only 200 
metres from the leisure 
centre and will go a long 
way to meeting demand. 

“In addition to the Rye 
Market multi-storey, Stour¬ 
bridge also has Church 
Street and Birmingham 
Street car parks, as well as 
short stay on-street car 
parking throughout the 
town centre.” 

Plans are also in the 
pipeline for a new car park 
under the Crown Centre as 
part of the redevelopment of 
the site. It is hoped work 
will start on the new Tesco 
in January and that it will 
be open by Christmas 2012.

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Schools’ 
£2.5m bill 
for staff 

SCHOOLS in Dudley have 
spent more than£2.5million 
recruiting and paying 
supply teachers and tempo¬ 
rary staff during the past 12 
months, new figures reveal. 

Casual workers were 
used to cover sickness 
absences and maternity 
leave. Some of the borough’s 
90 schools also employed 
agency staff to help with 
exams and recruitment. 

The money paid out 
during the 2010/11 financial 
year also covered the cost of 
staff brought in to supervise 
exams as well as sports 
coaching and stationery 
supplies. 

Dudley’s seven special 
schools spent £284,266 
while the borough’s 63 
primary schools laid out 
£1,506, 592. The bill at the 
20 secondary schools came 
to £1,165,985. 

The figures were released 
by education bosses at 
Dudley Council under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

Individual schools are 
responsible for making 
their own staffing arrange¬ 
ments.

Four-way funding bid 


THE Black Country is joining 
forces with three other areas of 
England to try to win a share of a 
£1.4billion fund to boost the 
economy. 

Four Local Enterprise Partnerships 
(LEPs) across England have joined 
forces in a bid to secure Regional 
Growth Fund (RGF) finance. 

The Black Country LEP is formed of 
council leaders from Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall as well 
as a group of prominent businessmen. 

It was set up to replace £300million 
a year quango Advantage West Mid¬ 
lands to champion investment but has 
no budget of its own. 


The Black Country is joining forces 
with the Greater Birmingham and 
Solihull, Liverpool and City Region, 
Coventry and Warwickshire LEPs. 

Bosses said they did not want to use 
geography as a barrier to funding. 

The LEPs will be working particu¬ 
larly to get funding for advanced engi¬ 
neering and manufacturing, with 
focus on the automotive and aerospace 
sectors. 

In April the Black Country failed to 
secure a share of the RGF for projects 
ranging from cash to boost visitor 
numbers at Dudley Zoo, the Black 
Country Museum and the region’s 
canal network, to plans proposing to 
redevelop Darlaston. 


Abid has been submitted for another 
£49m from round two but the LEP is 
refusing to reveal what the projects 
would be until it knows if it has been 
successful. 

Stewart Towe, chairman of the 
Black Country LEP, said “We are 
always supportive of initiatives that 
encourage and support private sector- 
led economic growth in the Black 
Country and as such were delighted to 
be part of a cross LEP RGF bid. 

“The financial support that we can 
potentially offer will encourage busi¬ 
ness innovation.” 

The cross-border LEPs are expect¬ 
ing to hear if their bid has been suc¬ 
cessful in September.

No encore with JB’s set 
to go under the hammer 


FORTY-TWO YEARS after JB’s first opened its 
doors as a place for live music in Dudley, it is 
now set to be wiped from the map for good when 
it is auctioned off next month. 

The club will be stripped of its memorabilia and 
auctioned off as administrators admit defeat in the 
battle to sell it on. 

Former owner Sam Jukes, who co-founded the club in 
1969 in what he calls a “ratty little bike shed”, has spoken 
of his heartbreak at seeing his 
life’s work dissolve. 

The live music venue and 
nightclub in Castle Hill will go 
under the hammer as an empty 
building in September as no 
buyer materialised willing to 
take it on. 

“It is devastating really. You 
start these things off and it was 
tiny, hardly anything,” said Mr 
Jukes, aged 64. 

“Then it got bigger and bigger 
and then it was massive - but 
then the recession hit and it 
kills you. It’s such a shame that 
nobody wants to take it on as it’s a brilliant venue and the 
recession won’t last forever.” 

The music club was first launched at a 250-capacity 
venue in King Street, Dudley, by Mr Jukes alongside Sid 
and John Weston and John Bryant. It moved to its current 
home in Castle Hill - which can fit in 950 - in 1994. 

Robert Plant, Dire Straits, The Police, U2 and Manic 
Street Preachers are all acts which cut their musical feet 
playing the legendary stage. 

But despite its rock-star-studded past, JBs struggled 
during the recession. A particu¬ 
larly harsh winter last year fol¬ 
lowed by a festival-heavy 
summer contributed to poor 
numbers on the door and the 
bills began piling in. 

Then Mr Jukes suffered two 
strokes. He and wife Sue 
decided to call in the adminis¬ 
trators - though he is finding 
retirement difficult. 

“For over 40 years it was all 
about rock and roll, seven days 
and seven nights a week. It’s a 
big shock to the system.” Sting of The Police

Mr Heathcock memo¬ 
rised the registration 
plate, and contacted the 
council. Officers found 
Asbestos dumped at Himley the padlock on the gate 

had been cut and two piles of rubbish 
dumped, one a 30-ton mound of hazardous 
asbestos and the other 40 tons of mixed 
builders’ waste. 

But Mark Sheppard, defending, told 
Cannock magistrates that the only time 
Franklin saw the low-loader was when he 
drove the two men he believed would employ 
him to buy it. 

He did not pay for the vehicle and was not 
present when it off-loaded the waste, he said. 
He had been laid off and was looking for work.

Pupils 
making 
grade 
at Sats 

PUPILS in Dudley 
borough left primary 
school this summer with 
a good grasp of English, 
reading, writing and 
maths, new Sats figures 
show. 

In English, 82 per cent of 
11-year-olds achieved Level 
4, the standard expected. 

Sats figures show that 
this is above the 81 per cent 
national average and a two 
per cent increase on its 2009 
results. 

A total of 77 per cent 
reached the expected level 
in writing — again, higher 
than the average attained 
by pupils across England. 

Some 78 per cent hit the 
standard in maths - match¬ 
ing that of the area’s 2009 
results, but two percentage 
points lower than the 
national average. 

And some 84 per cent of 
youngsters achieved Level 4 
in reading - matching the 
national average. 

Hard 

Councillor Liz Walker, 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, said: “We 
have more children reach¬ 
ing the national expectation 
than we have previously. 

“These figures reflect just 
how hard our pupils and 
schools work and I’d like to 
congratulate them all.” 

In 2010, not all Dudley 
primary schools conducted 
national tests due to indus¬ 
trial action so comparisons 
with 12 months ago are not 
possible. 

Nationally, the number of 
pupils reaching the 
expected level in all three 
subjects of maths, reading 
and writing was 67 per cent.

Conman fleeced victims of £1.8m and fled to Mexico 

• Runaway fraudster 
now sent to prison

A FRAUDSTER who fled to 
Mexico after conning victims 
out of around £1.8million 
but was caught trying to get 
into Texas has been jailed 
along with an accomplice. 

Corrupt businessman Greg 
Whittlestone, from Stour¬ 
bridge, duped 180 vulnerable 
victims in a shares selling con 
through an overseas trading 
company. 

But after being arrested in 2008 


with Russell Kilshaw, he fled to 
Mexico while on bail awaiting trial. 

His luck ran out when he was 
detained by authorities trying to 
enter the US and was returned to 
the UK in July 2009. 

Police said the pair were part of a 
so-called ‘boiler room’ fraud involv¬ 
ing an unauthorised share trading 
company based overseas. 

They offered shares that were 
overpriced, could often not be sold 
on and were near worthless. 

Whittlestone arranged for people 
to open bank accounts that were 
used for the transfer of victims’ 


money outside the UK to countries 
including the USA, Cyprus and 
Japan. 

Kilshaw was one of these people 
and received approximately 
£30,000 for his involvement in the 
fraud over a six-month period. 

Bereaved 

Victims included a recently 
bereaved widower who said he was 
“just happy to hear a voice on the 
end of his telephone”. 

Another who lost hundreds of 
thousands of pounds later died, 
Birmingham Crown Court heard. 


Whittlestone, aged 30 of 
Brunswick Gate, was jailed for five 
years after pleading guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to defraud and removing 
criminal property. 

Kilshaw, 30, of Wheatsheaf Road, 
Edgbaston, Birmingham, admitted 
entering into or becoming con¬ 
cerned in money laundering and 
removing criminal property and 
was jailed for two and a half years. 

Boiler room frauds dupe 
investors into thinking they are 
dealing with a UK business, when 
the call is in fact being made from 
overseas.

D igital TV switchover is the 
biggest change in television 
since the introduction of colour. 
Analogue signals are about to be switched 
off and replaced with new digital services. 

This will make Freeview available for the first 
time to thousands of homes watching local ‘relay’ 


transmitters in many areas. Digital UK is the inde¬ 
pendent organisation set up by the broadcasters 
to lead the switchover. 

Preparing 

It provides an advice line and website to help 
with general questions about getting digital TV and 
preparing for the switchover. 

Peter Monteith, Digital UK’s regional manager 


for the Central TV region, says: “Switchover will 
change forever how television is broadcast. 

“I’m delighted that, very soon, viewers who have 
previously been unable to get Freeview services 
will be able to do so for the first time. 

“Most people are well prepared - but for those 
who still have questions, we are here to help.” 


So, how will these 
changes happen? 


Switchover will happen in two stages. If you currently receive 
your TV signal through an aerial, in either analogue or digital 
format (Freeview, Top Up TV, BT Vision), you are probably served 
by the Sutton Coldfield transmitter group, which switches on the 
dates below. 

Televisions connected to a cable or satellite service are not 
affected. 

Stage one 

September 7 


In the early hours, analogue 
BBC Two will be switched off and 
replaced with a new digital signal. 
Local ‘relay’ TV transmitters will 
also start to broadcast the BBC’s 
other digital channels for 
the first time. 

Readers switching to 
digital for the first time via 
Freeview, Top Up TV or BT 
Vision will now be able to 
set up their equipment. 
Homes already watching 
these services should 
retune their digital boxes 
or IDTVs. 





Stage two 
September 21 


All remaining analogue 
channels will be switched 
off and replaced with addi¬ 
tional digital services. 

Everyone watching Freeview, Top Up TV or BT Vision will need to retune their 
equipment again to receive all available channels. 

On both dates, these changes will happen overnight. For most viewers, serv¬ 
ices will be restored by the morning. 

Households receiving their TV signal from local relay transmitters will receive 
new digital services later in the day and should tune in for the first time or retune 
from this point.

VIEWERS watching Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision will need a full retune of 
their equipment at both stages of 
switchover in order to continue receiv¬ 
ing services. 

You should retune from time to time in 
order to keep your Freeview box up to 
date. Sometimes channels move around 

- so if you should lose access to several 
channels, try retuning. 

For a full retune your Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision equipment, follow these 
steps (these instructions are a guide only 

- each product works slightly differently). 

• Switch on your digital box or digital 
TV 

• Press ‘menu’ on the remote control 

• Select ‘set up’ or ‘installation’ option 

• Select ‘first time installation’ option 
(sometimes called ‘factory reset’, ‘full 
retune’ or ‘default settings’) 

• Press ‘OK’ if your equipment asks if 
you want to delete all your channels - 
^lon’t worry this is totally normal 


• All channels will be automatically 
installed. This may take a few minutes, 
and your equipment may shut down and 
restart. 

After a retune, if you are not receiving 
your preferred regional service, you are 
likely to find your preferred services 
further down the channel list. If you want 
to make your preferred services easier to 
find, you can either use the ‘favourites’ 
list or ‘channel settings’. See your 
instruction manual for more details. 

If you find you are missing some chan¬ 
nels or your equipment has stopped 
working, visit digitaluk.co.uk/ retuning 
for more information. If you can’t fix it 
yourself, you might want to consult 
friends or family who could do it for you, 
or otherwise call out an installer (see 
‘Common questions’).

Help is on hand 
for those in need 1 


T housands of people in 
the Central TV region have 
already taken up help from 
the Switchover Help Scheme. 

Run by the BBC under an 
agreement with the Government, 
it’s an official scheme which 
makes switchover easy for older 
and disabled people by giving 
practical help to switch one TV in 
their home. 

People are eligible for the help 
scheme if they are: 

• Aged 75 years or over; 


• Eligible for attendance or 
constant attendance allowance, 
or mobility supplement, or disabil¬ 
ity living allowance; 

• Registered blind or partially 
sighted; 

• Or have been living in a care 
home for six months or more. 

If you’re eligible, you will be 
offered equipment that’s easy to 
use, delivery or installation and a 
demonstration of how to use it, 
together with a choice of options. 

Your aerial will be checked and 


upgraded where it can be, if it’s 
needed. There is a freephone 
number to call for help while you 
get used to things. 

Most people will be asked to 
pay £40 towards the standard 
offer of help. For eligible people on 
income-related benefits, it’s free. 
Eligible people can also choose 
from a range of other help scheme 
options. 

If you know an older or disabled 
person who might still need help 
to switch to digital TV, you could 
lend a helping hand and give them 


the message about the 
switchover help scheme. Even if 
they have digital TV already, they 
can get help to switch another TV 
set in their home. 

All you need to do to get the 
help is respond to the information 
pack which has been sent to every 
eligible person’s home. But you 
must respond to get the help. The 
help scheme will close for appli¬ 
cations in the Central TV region on 
October 28, 2011.

Switchover: Common 
questions answered 



Preparing your television for the imminent digital switchover isn’t nearly as daunting as it seems 


Understandably, some TV viewers will 
have a number of questions regarding 
these changes being made to their 
programme reception. 

Below is a list of some of the more fre¬ 
quently asked questions, complete with 
answers. 

Where can I get face-to-face advice 

on switchover? 

Digital UK has been working closely with 
charities to organise local advice points 
during switchover. These will be staffed by 
trained volunteers and are open to everyone. 
There are also Digital UK roadshows in the 
region. To find out where your local advice 
point or roadshow will be, visit digitaluk.co. 
uk/centralevents or call 08456 50 50 50. 

What about my video recorder? 

After switchover, video and analogue DVD 
recorders will still play back and record, but 
you won’t be able to record one channel while 
you watch another. If you want to continue 
doing this after switchover, the simplest way 
is to get a digital TV recorder. These also allow 
you to record a whole series at the touch of a 
button, and pause and rewind live TV. 

Will I need a new aerial to receive 

Free view? 

Most rooftop aerials will be fine after 
switchover but a small proportion of aerials 
are likely to need replacing to receive Free- 
view. Digital UK recommends that you wait 
until after switchover to see if your aerial 
needs replacing in order to avoid having 
unnecessary work carried out. You can check 
whether your existing aerial is likely to be suit¬ 
able for receiving digital by visiting the aerial 
test page on teletext page 284. 


Where can I find a good aerial 

installer? 

Look for a Registered Digital Installer (RDI) 
with the ‘digital tick’ logo. Go to rdi-lb.tv or 
call Digital UK on 0845 650 50 50 for more 
information. If you can’t find an RDI locally, 
look for someone with Associate RDI or CAI 
Plus status - or ask your local electrical 
retailer. 

What channels will I get? 

Which channels you receive will depend on 
which transmitter you receive. Viewers 
served by a local ‘relay’ transmitter will 
receive around 15 Freeview channels for the 
first time. These will include BBC One, BBC 
Two, ITV 1, Channel 4 and Five, plus all the 


other channels from the BBC (those funded 
by the licence fee) and some other services 
from public-service broadcasters. 

Viewers served by a larger ‘main’ transmit¬ 
ter will receive these channels as well as 
some extra services from commercial broad¬ 
casters. 

These extra channels are also available via 
satellite. 

You can check which channels are avail¬ 
able in your area by using the postcode 
checker at digitaluk.co.uk, or by calling 
08456 50 50 50. 

This also gives you information about satel¬ 
lite and cable options in your area.

If you only receive five or fewer ana¬ 
logue channels through an aerial on 
any of your sets, you’ll need to think 
about converting them for switchover 
- otherwise you risk being faced with 
a blank screen once analogue signals 
are switched off. 

There are three main ways to go 
digital: 

• Convert your existing analogue 
TV using a digital box (e.g. Freeview, 
Top Up TV or BT Vision) 

• Buy a new TV with digital (Free¬ 
view or freesat) built in 

• Have a digital TV service, such as 
satellite or cable TV, installed for you. 
Providers include Sky, freesat and 
Virgin Media 


Remember, almost everyone will 
be able to watch Freeview after 
switchover - even homes currently 
out of coverage. 

You can check the options for 
going digital in your area, and what 
channels will be available through 
your aerial, using the postcode 
checker at digitaluk.co.uk 

Extra channels are available 
through other digital TV services, 
such as satellite or cable. 

Virtually any TV set, including black 
and white ones and those without 
Scart sockets, can be converted 
using a digital box.

There are now just a few weeks to go before most homes in the West 
Midlands start their switch to digital TV on 7 September. 

For anyone who has Freeview services* or an old analogue TV there are two 
important stages to remember: 

7 September - Switchover stage one: 

The switchover begins. Analogue BBC Two will be switched off permanently 
and the higher powered BBC digital services will launch. All Freeview TVs 
and boxes will need to be re-tuned on or after this date. 



21 September - Switchover stage two: 

The remaining analogue channels will be switched off and the rest of the digital services launched. All Freeview 
TVs and boxes will need to be re-tuned again. 


Your switchover dates depend on where you live. To check your dates, enter your postcode at 
digitaluk.co.uk/postcodechecker or call 08456 50 50 50 . Switchover makes Freeview available to virtually every home, 
including those that can’t currently receive it, as it allows the digital signal to be strengthened and transmitted for the 
first time from the local relay transmitters. 

Most homes will be able to receive more than 40 channels and some will receive around 15 . It will also provide 
additional services such as audio description for viewers with disabilities. Flomes who have satellite or cable 
on all their TV sets will not need to do anything.

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Homes and gardens are 
devastated by fireball 


A FIREBALL left a trail of 
devastation after arsonists 
set fire to land next to a 
row of houses in *the Black 
Country. 

Classic cars and gardens 
were destroyed during the 
blaze in St James’s Avenue, 
Rowley Regis. 

The grass fire quickly spread to 


three properties with flames at 
least 20ft high damaging 
windows and guttering at the 
homes. 

A vintage car collection, 
believed to include an E-Type 
Jaguar, an MG, a Triumph, a 
Vespa moped and classic motor¬ 
bikes was destroyed. 

As the blaze, which started at 
6.30pm last Wednesday, hit one of 
the cars it erupted into a huge

fireball, melting window frames 
and guttering. 

The scene was left littered with 
remains of the vehicles, including 
burned-out engines and twisted 
metal, while melted guttering 
hung from two of the worst-hit 
homes. 

The worst-affected property on 
St James’s Avenue, which was 
closest to the open land and 
housed the classic cars, had three 
back windows boarded up the fol¬ 
lowing day after glass had shat¬ 
tered, while large cracks were 
visible in a second home. 

Grass was also left blackened 
and scorched where the fire had 
started and spread, while homes 
remained smoke-logged. 

Resident Alison Wood, whose 
garden was destroyed, raised the 
alarm. Her property sits in the 
middle of the three homes 
affected. 

Vintage 

The 34-year-old NHS worker, 
who lives with partner Wayne 
Kelly aged 35, and 11-year-old 
son Keelan Wood, said: “I could see smoke and thought 
someone was burning their rubbish or having a barbe¬ 
cue, but it was really thick smoke. 

“I came down the road and the grass was all ablaze 
and I saw all our fence go up and into a big fireball. 

“I moved my car quickly, but it got all of my neigh¬ 
bour’s’ vintage cars. He has lost so much. 

“It has literally wiped out all of our back gardens and 
our roofs.” 

Son Keelan, a pupil at St Michael’s School in Curral 
Road, Rowley Regis, who suffers with asthma, was 
treated for smoke inhalation. 

Ms Wood’s partner Wayne said he thought the fire 
was a barbecue at first. 

The council worker said: “I thought to myself, that’s 
getting a bit big, then I suddenly realised what was 
happening and I raced down the bank and started to try

to put it out with my feet, stamping on it, but that did 
no good at all, it was useless. 

“Then we grabbed the hose and tried that but again 
that did no good. 

“Within a matter of minutes it had reached the 
houses.” 

He added: “I thought the house was going to go. We 
tried to rescue the cars, but there was so much smoke 
and heat we just couldn’t do it. 

“The firemen put it out really quickly and they saved 
our houses. 

Washing 

“The firemen said if it had been another five minutes 
the roofs of the houses would have caught fire.” 

Mr Kelly said he himself lost the hard top for his MG 
car which melted. 

He also lost a push bike, all of his tools, three lawn¬

mowers and all his garden fencing. 

Decking, a garden shed, patio furniture and even 


washing hanging on the clothes line has also been 
destroyed. The least seriously affected property had 
damage to its garden fence. 

Ms Wood added: “The scary thing is, if this had hap¬ 
pened of a night time, I don’t think we would have got 
out alive, it just spread that quickly. 

“At the end of the day we are still here, that’s the 
main thing. It could have been a lot worse.” 

Crews from Cradley Heath, Oldbury and Brierley 
Hill attended. 

Cradley Heath crew commander Andy Pincher said: 
“They were very lucky it might have been a different 
story if they had been older people.” 

Crews used a main jet, two hose reels and six breath¬ 
ing apparatus as they tackled the blaze.

History comes to life 
at the living museum 


D uring its 36-year history, the 
Black Country Living 
Museum has established 
itself as the region’s number one 
venue for local history and 
culture. 

The museum was established in 
1975 and opened in 1978 and is held 
in trust for the benefit of the public. 

It comprises notable buildings from 
across the four Black Country boroughs 
of Sandwell, Walsall, Wolverhampton and 
Dudley, many of which were dismantled 
brick by brick before being rebuilt at the 
museum. 

It has grown in size and scope, having 
assumed responsibility for collections 
made by Dudley Museum and Art Gallery 
and having taken over the buildings and 


collections of the Lock Museum, in Willen- 
hall, in 2003. The museum covers 26 
acres and comprises rebuilt historic build¬ 
ings in the shadow of Dudley Castle. The 
land was partially reclaimed from a former 
railway goods yard and disused lime kilns 
and former coal pits, though there have 
been further additions. 

A spokesman for the museum said: 
“The story of the Black Country is distinc¬ 
tive because of the scale, drama, intensity 
and multiplicity of the industrial might that 
was unleashed here. 

Identity 

“Lying in the long shadow of Britain’s 
second city, Birmingham, the Black 
Country has, through its manufactures 
and its people established its own very 
particular identity. The industrial land¬ 
scape was entirely new at the time and the 


scene - ‘black by day and red by night’ - 
horrified and fascinated contemporaries. 

“Our mission at the Museum is ‘to 
engage hearts and minds through the 
best use of our collections to inspire the 
widest possible audience about the story 
of the Black Country - the world’s first 
industrial landscape’.” 

The museum recreates life as it might 
have been during the 19th and early 20th 
century thanks to a group of volunteers, 
who populate houses and shops. 

It has managed to preserve a nucleus of 
Black Country industrial buildings, 
bridges and street furnishings and there 
are also extensive collections of equip¬ 
ment, products and other facets of every¬ 
day life, including retail businesses, 
community life objects and domestic fur¬ 
nishings. In all there are 61,000 items in 
the museum’s collections. 


Among the most impressive elements 
of its collection are historic buildings, 
including a backyard chainshop, brass 
foundry, cast iron houses, locksmith’s 
house, nailshop, pitt’s cott and trap shop. 

The backyard chainshop was originally 
situated at Claremont Street, in Cradley 
Heath, and features hearth and bellows 
for men and women. The brass foundry 
was also known as a tub shop and was 
built in Shaw Street, Walsall, in 1869. 

It had space for two casters with a bar¬ 
relling and polishing room next door. 

Molten brass was poured into moulds 
and the methods are recreated to this day. 

The cast iron houses, meanwhile, were 
built in Dudley in 1925 and were con¬ 
structed from 600 panels of cast iron, 
bolted together and lined with asbestos. 
Only four were every made because they 
proved so costly.

Voice of Mac is back 


Stevie Nicks 

- In Your Dreams 

One of the most distinctive 
voices in rock, Nicks’ nasal 
vibrato is a key element in the 
supergroup Fleetwood Mac 
but her solo career - with the 
exception of Rooms On Fire - 
has seldom matched her 
promise. 

Flowever, new collaborator 
guitarist and former Euryth- 
mic-turned-producer Dave 
Stewart has coaxed a fine 
performance from the 63- 
year-old hippy rock chick. Fie 
provides the music to her 
lyrics, some autobiographical 
in a Mac-like way. Their duet 
Cheaper Than Free is one of 
the best tracks.

Tar Eastern car brands top reliability chart 


THE MOST reliable second-hand cars are 
those made in Japan and Korea, according 
to a new survey. 

But although European cars are more prone to 
faults, the cost of repairing them is cheaper, the 
survey by What Car? magazine and warranty 
company Warranty Direct found. 

Honda topped the most reliable used car table, which 
was based on the number of faults occurring in a year 
for cars between three and eight years of age. 

Toyota was the second most reliable second-hand 
car, followed by 


Suzuki, Lexus, Mitsubishi and Mazda. 

According to the survey, there was only a nine per cent 
chance of a Honda having a fault in 12 months. 

In contrast, there was a 55 per cent chance of a fault 
in a Land Rover, whichwas 35th, and bottom, in the reli¬ 
ability table. At the foot of the table were Saab, (in 32nd 
place), Renault (33rd) and Alfa Romeo (34th). 

However, Renault was one of the cheapest cars to 
repair, with average repair costs of £242.22. Only Fiat 
(£241.63) had cheaper repair costs. 

In contrast, Porsche (£689.99) had the highest 
average repair costs, with Mazda in second place at 
£462.58. 

What Car? editor Chas Hallett said: “This year’s study 
is a stark reminder of the disparity in reliability 
between Far Eastern brands, which domi¬ 
nate the top 10, and European brands, 
which contribute the bulk of the 
bottom 10.”

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New people’s car 
updates history

VOLKSWAGEN is pitching its new Beetle as a 
car for the 21 st century. In common with so many 
fashionable items from the past, it would be 
appropriate to view this as a reboot of the classic 
automotive icon. 

Of course Volkswagen has been here before. 1998 
saw the release of the then all-new Beetle, which was 
an attempt at faithfully reproducing the earnest, every¬ 
day attributes of its groundbreaking predecessor. 

The Beetle is the cornerstone of the Volkswagen family, 
and is largely why the German firm is persisting with a 
modern day version. 

And it appears to have learnt something from the success 
of the competition. This “New Beetle” is being promoted with 
a sportier edge and a greater emphasis on lifestyle and pop 
culture. 

The car is little bigger than the 1998 car - a fraction longer 
and wider-while it’s not as tall but more streamlined in profile 
thanks to a longer bonnet and more steeply inclined wind¬ 
screen. 

Occupants 

Carrying capacity is up and occupants fore and aft benefit 
from more room, while boot space has increased. 

Three petrol and one diesel unit will power UK cars. At 
launch, the choice will be between a 1.2 TSI105 horsepower 
unit connected to a seven-speed DSG gearbox plus a 1.4 
TSI, 160 horsepower lump and six-speed manual gearbox. 
Later in 2012 you’ll also have the choice of a manual version 
of that 1.2 petrol motor, a 1.6-litre TDI diesel and a range¬ 
topping 2.0-litre TSI petrol unit packing 200 horsepower. 

To reinforce the Beetle’s new sporty character, both the 
2.0-litre car and the 1.4 variant feature Volkswagen’s trick 
XDS differential to boost grip and stability at speed. 

The previous car’s bud vase might have disappeared but 
this Beetle’s cabin remains sufficiently different from any¬ 
thing else Volkswagen makes to earn it its stripes. 

The cabin is roomy enough up front, with just enough 
space in the back for adults if the journey isn’t too long. 

The sloping roof is the reason for this, although children 
won’t feel cramped. 

Like all modern Volkswagens, the Beetle isn’t short of toys 
or safety kit. The company decided to pitch the car higher, 
and satnav, climate control, premium audio, leather and a 
panoramic glass roof are all on the options list.
